x. The members will not be paid 
enna indemnity for this special ses- 
sion, it is announced. 


The Budget Speech. 


Premier Greenfield delivered his 
first budget speech in the legislature 
Monday last, and was the only speak- 
er, There was no debate. During the 
week the estimates were taken up and 
passed. 

The budget statement showed that 
there had been a deficit on account for 
1921 of $2,022,367, the total current 
revenue having been $9,064,569, and 
the expenditure having been $11,086,- 
936. Outstanding revenue still to be 
collected for 1921 and previously, to- 
tals $5,249,992. The total debt of the 
province had increased a total of $17,- 
961,730 during 1921, the total debt at 
the end of last year having been $59,- 
010,256. 

The estimated current revenue for 
the coming year was placed at $14,- 
474,560.91 and the estimated expendi- 
ture at $14,747,402.88, leaving a deficit 
of $272,841.97. 

To provide for estimated deficits, 
new taxes will be imposed as follows: 

Gasoline, 2 cents a gallon by the 
consumer. (Premier Greenfield an- 
nounced that the government would 
undertake an investigation of the price 
of gasoline.).. Amusements, additional 
2 1-2 cents on tickets from 16c to $2. 
Coal, additional 5 cents a ton. Cor- 
porations tax also to be increased. 
The assets of the province total $165, 
648,682. 

The new taxes, it is estimated will 
bring in $928,000 more to the provin- 
cial secretary‘s department. The at- 
torney-general’s department is expect- 
ed to bring in $1,615,000 more than 
last year. From School Lands the 
government expects an increase of 
$209,474. 

During his speech the premier re- 
ferred to the great necessity of im- 
proving market facilities for agricul- 
tlirai industry, and of securing reduc- 
tion in freight rates. 

Expenditures for the coming year 
are to be reduced from those of last 
year, the estimated public works ex- 
penditure being $317,000 less than 
1921, and the vote for general admin- 
istrative purposes has been reduced. 
The health department vote has been 
increased by $824,000 chiefly by rea- 
son of the department having taken 
over the administration of the Ponoka 
hospital and other institutions. 


During the week amendments to the 
dairyman’s act, which provide for the 
elimination of cream buying stations, 
were passed, a division being taken on 
third reading and the vote being 28 to 
20 It is estimated that the elimina- 
tion of the cream stations will save 
the industry $150,000 a year in addi 
tion to making it possible to greatly 
improve the quality of the product 
since the cream will be graded at the 
creameries by government graders. 


The amendments to the Women’s In 
stitutes were discussed in committee 
of the whole. The act seeks to elimi- 
nate the minister of agriculture as a 
controlling or directing factor in the 
institutes, and substitutes an advisory 
board to be elected at the annual con- 
vention of the institutes. In the past 
the institutes have had the sole right 
to extension work in the way of spe- 
cial courses in home economics and so 
forth, The amendments will extend 
this right to all organizations. The 
act also gives power for the appoint- 
ment of the necessary officers for the 
carrying out of duties under the act 
Grants to the institutes will remain as 
in the past, the only change with re- 
spect to finances being that the ex 
penses of the annual convention will 
not bemet by the government. The 
amendments aim to provide for a 
greater freedom and independence of 
the women’s institutes, and the en- 
largement of the extension work 
which has been carried on in the past 
by making this available to all wo- 
men's organizations. 


Liquor Act Amendments 


Amendments to the liquor act, which 
will tend to strengthen the hands of 
the government in providing for a 
stricter enforcement of the act, have 
been introduced by the attorney- gen- 
eral, Mr. Brownlee. In brief , the 
amendments are as follows: 

No change in the principle 
present act. 

Government by proclamation may 
open dispensaries at such places 
they think advisable. 

Drug stores will be permitted to 
continue sale of liquor until govern- 
ment dispensaries are established af- 
ter which they may sell only by six 
ounce bottle én prescription, 

Incorporated drug stores subject to 
same responsibilities as those not in 
corporated, 

Penalties for unlawful possession of 
liquor other than in a common dwell- 
ing, inereased in minimum from $20 to 
$50.

Liquor act commissioner to be ap- 
pointed, 

Government by order-in-council may 
regulate and limit the amount of li- 
quor which may be sold to “privileged” 
persons, and determine the number of 
prescriptions which may be issued to 
a physician, and also the maximum 
amount of liquor which may be pres- 
cribed. 

Restaurants, buffets, etc., are liable 
to a fine of from $200 to $1,000 for! 
first offences for unlawful sale. Such | 
places will also be placed under li- | 
cense by a special act 

Liquor export houses will be regula- | 
ted under a new act, this to provide 
for a tax based on the stock carried , 
with a minimum of $2,000 annually, 
and a surtax of $2 per gallon proof 
spirit in excess of 1,000 gallons. 

Amendments to the school grants | 
act will enable the government to give | 
somewhat extended grants to high, 
schools and to assist night instruction | 
to a greater extent. Amendments to! 
the school ordinance provides that | 
town and village high schools may 
charge to non-resident pupils. 


The new superannuation act for civil | 
servants has been introduced and pass- 
ed through second reading. It prov- 
ides for retirement of civil servants at 
the age of 65, and for creation of aj 
superannuation fund by deduction of | 
four per cent of salaries, the govern- 
ment providing a like sum. The new 
act will be administered by a superan.- 
nuation board. 


The new tax recovery act has been | 
passed and will come into effect on 
July 1 

New provisions for

This averaged 73 per 
cent higher than rates and prices paid 
by other railway companies for simil- 
ar work in Alberta at concurrent per- 
iods of time, where contractors did not 
receive free transportation. 

The work was performed at approx 
imately 57 per cent in excess of sche- 
dule of unit prices set out in the con 
tract. It was estimated that the prov. 
ince lost $548,000 by reason of the con- 
tract with the company, and that ano- 
ther $70,000 was lost in revenue, 
freight and passengers, through the 
company having free transportation 
over the line. 


Mr. Edwards of Calgary was told 
that the total receipts in liquor ven- | 
dors stores during 1921 were $2,166,- 
739.82, the net profit for the year was 
$571,926.83, the average amount in- 
vested in stock during the year was 
$924,683.52, the total net profits since 
the vendors stores were opened was 
$2,108,752.13. ~

1921 was $229,170. He was also told 
that the government was taking into 
consideration the whole question of 
salaries and bonuses of the civil ser- 
vice.

This 
is shown in the annual report of the 
Provincial Health Department, tabled 
in the Legislature by Hon. R. G. Reid. 

Dr. Laidlaw, Deputy-Minister of 
Health, points out in his report, that 
the infant mortality rate in Edmonton 
for instance, dropped from 105.6 in 
1920 to 87.3 in 1921, and in Medicine 
Hat dropped from 115.1 in 
76.7 in 1921, 

Births in the Province during 1921 
totalled 15,846 against 15,861 for 1920, 
a decrease of only 15. The total for 
1920 was a record for the province by 
1,500. The births were distributed as 
follows: Edmonton, 2111, Calgary, 
2080, smaller cities 1068, rural 10,587. 
This rate will give a birth ra‘e for the 
year of 28.3 per 1,000 inhabitants 
which compares with other countries 
as follows: France, 18, Ireland, 22, 
England, 24, New Zealand, 25, Scot- 
land, 26, 

Marriages totalled 4,628 during the 
year, a decrease of 426 from 1920. 
The decrease was almost entirely in 
the cities. There were 88 divorces 
during the year. 


The death rate has dropped. It is 
now only 8.6 per 1000. The total 
leaths in 1921 were 4904, a decrease of 
596 from 1920, 

The splendid progress of municipal 
hospitals is told of in the hospital re- 


port. The following statistics show 
the growth:

During his address at the dinner 
Wednesday evening, Hon. Geo. Hoad- 
ley announced the policy of the gov- 
ernment to continue extension work 
by means of short courses and demon- 
strations, in a practical way, the in- 
tention to appoint eight or ten agricul- 
tural agents to assist farmers to meet 
and solve their problems and the inten 
tention to offer some assistance to 
those competing in the international 
live stock show at  Chciago. Mr. 
Hoadley took occasion to urge atten- 
tion to diversified farming, and said 
that the man on the land who did not 
raise his own food in the way of eggs, 
butter, milk and meat, was not a true 
farmer. Deputy-minister Craig spoke 
of the recent legislation doing away 
with cream stations and stated that 
these had cost the industry $240,000 
a year. He estimated that whereas 
in the past it had cost 83 1-2 cents a 
can to ship cream to the creamery, 
under the new scheme it would cost 
about 15 cents. This meant a straight 
saving of $150,000 and with improve- 
ment in quality through government 
grading at the creameries, of ano*her 


$150,000, the whole scheme would 
mean a total saving of $300,000.

When Woedrow Wilson was elected 
President for the first time, Taylor’s 
friends bestirred themselves and se- 
cured him an appointment as Deputy 
United States Marshal for Western 
Tennessee, with headquarters in 
Memphis. A couple of months later 
he was appointed chief deputy. At 
that time, and for a long time after- 
ward, he was active in the discharge 
of his duties, and an inveterate foe 
of the whiskey runners. It was not 
until July, 1918, that Taylor suceumb- 
ed to temptation. He fell because he 
was offered a lot of money, and be- 
cause at that time he happened to need 
a lot of money in connection with di- 
vorce proceedings, Having once ac- 
cepted, he could not refuse a second 
bribe, and perhaps he had no desire 
to do so, The word would be passed 
from one bootlegger to another that 
Taylor would listen to reason.

The money poured in on him as the 
whiskey poured in on Memphis, much 
motor truck and much more 
by boats, bought for the purpose, and 
plying on the Mississippi, Soon it be- 
came apparent that some official was 
in league with the bootleggers, and it 
was not long before Taylor’s 
was whispered about.

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RETURNS 
ITS CHARTER 


On Monday, March 13, one of the 
oldest chapters of the I.0.D.E. in the 
southern part of the province decided 
to return its charter. After a lengthy 
and free discussion the members came 
to the following conclusions: “That 
the 1.0.D.E. had since the war under- 
taken so many enterprises which re- 
quired financial aid, it was impossible 
to support these claims.

Among them milk and milk products 
are as indispensable in the diet of both 
child and adult as is bread itself, Re- 
ferring to child nutrition, Dr. A. J. 
Amyot, Deputy Minister of Health, 
recently made the statement that 
“there are many under-nourished or 
improperly fed children in this coun- 
try, whose condition both physical and 
mental, would be greatly improved by 
the more liberal use of milk in the 
diet.”

For Gardiners 


There are a number of ways of se- 
curing early produce from one’s own 
efforts. Old onions placed close to- 
gether on a thin layer of soil in a 
“flat” or low box, and given a supply 
of water and heat wil soon send forth 
shoots and provide tender, crisp young 
onions in the centre of the old bulb. 
ssfully stored over wint- 
er, if planted in a warm spot in the 
garden, send forth tender shoots in 
carly spring which make good greens. 
Rhubarb is available considerably in 
advance of season and in very tender 
form by placing a barrel over a strong 
root and banking the sides with fresh 
horse-manure, the top of the barrel 
being covered with a jute sack. A fav- 
orable situation for growing early 
tomatoes is on the south side of a 
hoard fence. The plants are best 
pruned to a single stem and tied to a 
stake. Bags may be attached to the 
fence and dropped over the plant for 
the night. Tomatoes, being a warm 
season crop, benefit considerably from 
this protection during our cool nights. 
To facilitate ripening, the top of the 
plants may be nipped off after three 
to five trusses of bloom have appear 
ed. The vine crops, such as sq 
cucumbers, and melons may well be 
curtailed by nipping the tips so that 
their fruits will be satisfactorily de- 
veloped even though comparatively 
few jin numbers. The leaf crops 
such as lettuce, spinach and cabbage 
are stimulated by early applications of 


nitrate of soda. For early crops, the 
seed of beans and corn should be 
planted shallow. Further advantage 


may be had by planting early varieties 
such as Alacrity tomatoes, Eclipse 
beets, Express cabbage, French Fore- 
ing carrots, Gregory Surprise peas and 
Squaw corn. At the same date, oth- 
er varieties of each vegetable crop 
may be sown to provide for mid-sea- 
son and late-season produce.

You have 
no doubt heard your mother or some one else’s mother bragging about 
what a beautiful darner her mother was. What is wanted is to make 
mending sox or stockings a pleasure. Let a mother have one day 
each week, make a little picnic of it, lay in a few candies, nuts and 
fruit; then bring out the accumulation of hose with holes, giving to 
the different ages cotton, wool or silk. The children would look for- 
ward to this weekly mending. Some speciments of darning we have 
all seen could hardly be distinguished from the original fabric. It is 
bad policy for us to advise mending, as we have to sell you hosiery, 
Our advice should be don’t mend, when the hole gets too big buy an- 
other pair. Now if our Agricultural Fairs would offer prizes for 
children from 10 to 15 years of age for the best darned stocking, this 
would be making of the future wife and mother.
